GAMBLING WIDE OPEN 

Chief Jennings’ statement came 
just a few days after Attorney- 
General Lucien Maynard told the 
Alberta legislature that gambling 
was “wide open” in the province. 

Since Mr. Maynard’s remarks, 
more than 30 arrests on book- 
making and gaming charges have 
been made in Calgary, but as yet 
no arrests have been made here. 

In the provincial house Tuesday 
a resolution to legalize bookmaking 
was defeated, 

Mr. Maynard, speaking on the 
resolution proposed by Arthur 
Wray ,(Ind. SC Banff-Cochrane) 
and W. J. Williams (Vet Edmonton), 
said amendments to the criminal 
code of Canada would be neces- 
sary before this could take place. 


NO SOLUTION

Main target of all three was the 
amendment providing state control | 
of oats and barley marketing, 
which requires complementary 
legislation from the prairie prov- 
inces.

“I saw him pull out a black 
gun and fire a shot at her. She 
slumped to the floor. He fired 
a second shot. It went over my 
shoulder and into the wall. A 
third shot was fired and every- 
body started darting out,” said 
the witness. 

Detective-Sergeant William 
Bolton and Detective Roy Perry, 
Whe arresied Davidson at a west- 
- 


end club following the shooting 
said Davidson told them that he 
had expected the arrival of po- 
lice 

They said Davidson related to 
them events preceding his ar- 
rest; “He told us that he threw

The Beliefs of Free Churches of England 


As their name implies Free 
Churches are deeply concerned 
about Freedom or, as they prefer 
to call it, Spiritual Independence 

Believing that every Christian 
can make a sound spiritual judg- 
ment they demand a legitimate 
place in Church and State for the 
exercise of that judgment. 

No outside authority such as 
Tradition, Convention or the 
State must constrain men in their 
Christian life 

Religious truth may come to a 
man backed by a venerable in- 
stitution, widespread belief, noble 
language and great names, but 
before it becomes vital to him. a 
man must pronounce upon it and 
make it in the deepest sense his 
own 

He cannot take it secondhand 
from the Church, or third-hand 
from the State. He must get it 
at first-hand or not at all. Free 
dom thus becomes a spiritual ne- 
cessity for man 


Man’s Right 


To Judge 

At the Reformation this claim 
was first made against the 
Church. 

Men found themselves no 
longer able to accept things on 
the mere authority of the Church 
They demanded the right to 
judge for themselves 

This was only one of the things 
arising from that conflict, but 
went deep 


The ordinary Christian must 
be given freedom in all questions 
affecting the doctrine and policy 
of the Church, 

Such a claim made in a time 
of Revolution was bound to lead 
to extremes 


Some wanted to abolish the 


Church altogether and trust to 
the inner light. Others insisted 
on illbalanced judgements and 
private interpretations that were 
both dangerous and unsound 


Secondary things were put 


first, and first things last, Chris- 
tian charity came last of all, 


As time went on, however, 
there emerged a conception of 
the Church in which authority 


and freedom are preserved and 
the faith once delivered to the 
saints is securely guarded in the 
Church 


Variety 


In Customs 


Free Churchmen may not be- 


lieve that God wants us to speak, 
pray, and sing all in the same 
way, but they no less stoutly be- 


lieve in the fundamentals of the 
faith 
As ome of my teachers put it: 


“You may have the right to ques- 
tion this or that statement of the 
Apostle Paul, but you have no 
right to throw out of the window 
everything that made Paul the 
man he was.” 

In worship, too, everything must 


be done decently and in order, 
but this does not prevent the in- 
troduction of mew and differept 


methods of worship. 

The Free Churches exercise that 
freedom in their use of hymns, 
their use or disuse of robes and 
in their finding new ways and 
new offices to make their worship 
a satisfying thing 

This means variety but not 
necessarily contusion or dis 
order 

One Church may use the indi- 


vidual 
other 


cup at Communion, an- 
may use the common cup 


Our church may have ministers 
who cut off the ends of the old- 
fashioned stock and wear a collar 
or a white tie in the pulpit 

Another may cut off the top and 
appear resplendent with Presby- 
terian bands. What matters it if 
the worship leads to a real com 
munion with God? 

Worship can never be anything 


more than that and it should be 
nothing lesa, 


The next struggle for Freedom 
was against the State. 

The Church at times has sought 
to control the State. This time it 
was the other way round. 

The State sought to control the 
Church, and our spiritual ancest- 
ors would have none of it. The 
Church must be free to order its 
religious life in obedience to its 
ever-living Head. 

There could be no compromise 
on that. The struggle for a rea- 
sonable degree of freedom was 
long and bitter, and any attempt 
to restrict that freedom is as 
strongly resisted today as ever. 

The restriction need not be by 
force. Legislation can prevent the 
Church doing its real job. The 
law must leave it free to do its 
work as well as express its faith. 


Freedom 
Out of Struggles 


One unexpected result followed 
from these two struggles, Free 
Churchmen were led to see the 
importance of Freedom, not only 
in the Church but also in the 
State 


This led them to relate their 
religion to ordinary every-day 
life, 


They found men in their ordin- 
ary life fettered and bound, and 
they flung themselves into eco- 
nomic and political life to free 
them 

Their share in the liberating 
movements of the past two hun- 
dred years is no mean one and 
f6r it they deserve well of, many 
who do not share their life 

Nor did their service end there. 
They passed easily from liberat- 
ing measures to measures of bet- 
terment and reform 

There is hardly a single cause 
of betterment or uplift in the 
realm of benevolence or reform 
in which Free Churchmen have 
mot made a full contribution ef 
leadership and support 


For this they deserve well of 
the nation, but they have this 
further reward, Their religion 
has kept close to every-day life. 
“Nothing human ig foreign to 
them.” 

They may derive their faith 
from beyond, but the sphere of 
operating that faith is in the world 
around. 


Own Saints 
Humble Men 


It ls commonly said that the 
pric@ of Freedom is eternal vigil- 
ance, Perhaps it would be more 
true to say that the price is 
eternal tension. 

Free Churehmen have known 
and still know these tensions in 
plenty, for the greatest tensions 
come not in a conflict between 
good and evil but in a conflict 
between forces which can both 
be called good. 

There are many such conflicts 
peculiar to free men, To take 
but one: the conscientious ob- 
jector objects to taking part in 
war, and the State must use its 
full authority to maintain its 
safety. 

How is the tension to be re- 
lieved? Free Churchmen would 
say on the one hand that the 
conscientious objector must not 
push his claim to the point of 
endangering the State, and the 
State, within the limits of safety, 
must find a place in national 
service for these men other than 
in the things of war. 

So far so good. But in each 
ease that comes up for settle- 
ment the tension of adjustment 
will always be found and the 
rights of Freedom be in dange 
of being lost. 

It is perhaps for this reason 
that the Free Churches have pro- 
duced few saints of the gentle 
or quietist type. Yet they have 
their own saints, men and women 
often of very humble origin, who 


by the quality of their lives have 
played no mean part in the re- 
demption of the world from 
futility and defeat. 

Below the level of sainthood, 
they have produced within the 
Church men and women of sound 
moral and_ spiritual insights, 
teachers and preachers of great 
influence, ploneering missionar- 
ies at home and abroad, and out- 
side the Church they have pro- 
duced good citizens, daring social 
reformers and keen politicians 
who have introduced, defended, 
and maintained Christian values 
and standards both for our nation 
and the world, 


True Church 
Well Founded 


It is by these things Free 
Churchmen judge themselves, 
and by these things they ask 
Others to judge them. 

Their claim to be a true Church 
rests on their loyalty to Christ, 
their commending of the faith by 
their integrity, wisdom and char- 
ity, and their extension of the 
faith by personal witness to the 
truth of the Gospel and by sup- 
port of the things that lift human 
life to higher levels and nobler 
striving. 

If by integrity, steadfastness, 
endurance, service and sacrifice, 
and if, above all, by deep spiritual 
insights into the working of truth 
and love, they have played no 
small part in the extension of 
God's Kingdom, they may rightly 
claim to be part of the one, holy, 
Catholic Church, 

. ’ .

leaving the remaining surplus in 
private hands, 

So buying power is limited, is 
now being swallowed up by ex- 
cessive prices, huge profits. 
Goods pile up, consumption is 
restricted, markets narrow, crisis 
looms, Unemployment, depres- 
sion and poverty ensues, This is 
on the way now. 

From this comes “austerity 
lunacy, the “Marshall plan” to 
dump surplus U.S. goods abroad 
to keep “free enterprise” on an 
even kee) somehow, “Aid” goes 
to every reactionary rogue to 
preserve the status quo. There 
is a crusade for a “preventive 
war” on the Soviet Union, the 
slaughter of innocents by “show- 
ers of atom bombs,” all, too, in 
the name of “Christian democ- 
Tacy.” 

The answer to Communism is 
not world destruction by atom 
and bacteria bombs of which 
Russia has its share. It is to dis- 
tribute our abundant production, 
to give all an opportunity to earn 
the good life, There is no other 
answer, If this is done, ag it 
must, there is nothing to fear 
from anyone, anywhere,

Scouring Aids 
‘Used With Care 


Housewife who knows her stuft 
}about scouring powders will avoid 
giving her home's surfaces an over- 
dose during spring cleaning. 

Powders—principal ingredients of 
which are finely ground abrasive 
and soap—should not be used on 
| certain types of surfaces. 

Those which may not be able to 


take powders gracefully include 
paint, enamel, plated or polished 
metal surfaces. Surfaces dressed 
up by oilcloth, linoleum or varnish 


may give up gloss, color or finish 
while giving in to powders that 
banish stain, | 

Better than scouring finely finish- 
ed surfaces with powder is to scrub 
them with brush, soap, hot water 
and baking soda. |

A mother cannot be blamed for 
feeling shocked when her sweet 
child takes something that does not 
belong to him and then lies about it 
with a straight face. She is ex- 
cused for feeling shame and humili 
ation and a sense of defeat. 

But, even in families where 
there is a practice of honesty— 
and unfortunately in all families 
there is not—children are wont, 
at times, to take the property of 
another, 

This behavior is commonplace in 
young children who have not de- 
veloped a sense of “mine and 
thine”; and in children of about 
seven years of age whose sense of 
acquisitiveness is acute, 


PENNIES DISAPPEAR 

Pennies disappear from the home 
pocket-book or from teacher's; the 
corner grocer or druggist complains 
of small articles the child snatches, 
or, the child comes home proudly 
with school supplies or children's 
possessions too valuable for mother 
to be fooled that they were given to 
him. 

This is all part of the picture of 
growing up. It does not, in such 
case, argue that child will never be 
either truthful or honest. It does 
argue a faulty sense of property 
values and the meaning of property, 
both of which must be taught by 
word and example 

Some children 


with no posses- 


sions of their own have no way of | 


determining how another child feels 
about those he has. Some want to 
possess something owned by a child 
they admire. 

Like the blood of the warrior 
drunk by his captor, he feels him- 
self to rise in stature when he wears 
the clothes or handles the belong- 
ngs of someone he deems to be 
superior, 

MANY MOTIVATIONS 

There are many motivations for 
stealing, but the treatment for them 
follows similar lines, It is folly 
for the parent to ask the child WHY 
he stole. He doesn't know. He'll 
lie if he feels that he can get away 
with it, no child being strong

IN DISAPPEARANCE OF SEAMEN 


“Piracy” Charges Hurled 
Against Russia, 


By THOMAS HARRIS 

STOCKHOLM, Margh 24. 
(Reuters)—The unexplained dis- 
appearance of the crews of two 
Swedish cargo vessels in the 
Baltic have led to accusations of 
“piracy” against Russia and Po- 
land in the Swedish press. 

Seamen are becoming increas- 
ingly nervous of Polish ports 
which, they say, are “unsafe.” 

Both vessels—the Kinnekulle 
and the Iwan—left Stolpmuende, 
Poland, Feb, 18 bound for Swe- 
den. 

The Kinnekulle was later 
found near the Danish island of 
Bornholm abandoned by her 


crew. There were signs of an 
explosion in the engine room but 
the machinery itself was intact 
and the vessel seaworthy, 

The Iwan has not been traced 
but a waterlogged lifeboat, a 
lifebelt and pieces of wreckage 
bearing her name suggest she 
has foundered. 

Sweden’s right-wing and centre 
press is suggesting that Russian 
naval units may have “captured” 
the two vessels and abducted 
their crews. Two members of 
the Iwan’s crew were Esthonians 
who fled to Sweden when their 
country was incorporated into the 
Soviet Union in 1940.

They were dis- 
tributed at about cost to countries | 
which were receiving mutual aid} 
from Canada and sold to domestic | 
processors and users. 

The government bought 300,- 
440,002 bushels from the earlier 
crops but further purchases from 
the 1943 and 1944 crops brought 
the total handled under the plan 
to $452,604,971. It was sold by 
the wheat board between Oc- 
tober, 1943, and September 1, 
1945.
